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DETAILED ACTION 

The Amendment filed on 9/11/2006 in response to the previous Non-Final Office Action 
(5/09/2006) is acknowledged and has been entered- 

Claims 1-19, 43-47 and 50 are currently pending. 

Claims 1-19 are withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to non-elected inventions. 
Claims 43-47 and 50 are currently under consideration. 

Invention Election 

Claim 43 has been amended to include and new claim 50 includes patentably distinct 
inventions, NOT species: each of the specifically claimed active agents recited in claims 43 and 50 
lack unity of invention because each of the agents have no substantial structural similarities although 
they have a common utility, i.e. treatment of a carcinoma. In re Harnisch, 631 F.2d 716, 206 USPQ 
300(CCPA 1980); and Ex parte Ho^umi, 3 USPQ2d 1059 (Bd. Pat. App. & Int. 1984). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed invention for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to 
be allowable. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
invention that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, 
including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

A telephone call was made to T. Daniel Christenbury on 11/15/2006 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
